New York, .May 0.— An infernal ma- 
chine connected with a hundred pounds 
of dynamite was found in a box on the 
Lunard pier today, according to the ex- 
pert opinion of the Superintendent of 
the Bureau of Combustibles. The box 
was put into the river just in the 
nick ot time to prevent it from exploding 
and demolishing the pier, and the Um- 
bria, which was alongside and about to 
sail. 

Tlie box was left at the pier yester- 
day in an apparent attempt to have it 
placed aboard with the baggage of the 
passengers. The Umbria sailed a few 
minutes after the box was discovered, 
and all on board were in ignorance of 
the attempt to place an infernal machine 
aboard the vessel. 

The discovery of the box was due to 
tho following letter received at police 
headquarters today, addressed to Com- 
missioner Greene: Dear Sir.^-The Mafia 
greets you and wishes you well. At tho 
Cunard dock is a box containing 100 
pounds of dynamite. Inside aliso is a 
machine properly sot and explodes itself 
any time within ,'i0 hotira. The society 
has declared war against England, and 
has ordered the destruction, of every 
steamer Hying the British flag that sails 
oat of New York harbor. The under- 
signed received orders to begin opera- 
tions by sinking the Oceanic, but so 
many women and children took passage 
on that boat that the socioty's plans 
were changed at the lust minute. The 
machine in the box, tho tlirst made, and 
a crude affair, and is simply to show 
now easy it is to sink a steamer and 
to convince those interested that the 
society is not making idle threats. The 
society has undertaken to clear New- 
York harbor of British ships, and it will 
succeed. The reason for this movement 
the society does not want to disclose, 
suffice it to say that the society in order 
to protect itself must carry tlie war 
into the enemy's country, and it goes 
without saying that it proposes to wage 
it as seriously as it knows how. This is 
the society's Jirst and last warning, and 
those who propose to patronize British 
steamers must take their chances in the 
future. The society nsks and gives no 
quarter, so "lay on, lay on MeDuff, and 
damned be he that cries hold— enough." 
(Signed), Pietro Demartini. (P. S.— The 
battery is not attached,, fuses and light- 
er not set, consequently there is- mo 
danger in handling the box). The letter 
was mailed at tlie Federal post ollice 
this morning. 

Detectives were at once sent to the 
pier, and the search was begun for tlie 
box. Arrangements bomg made that the 
Umbria should not sail until the box 
was found, or it was proven that it 
was not on Hie pier or in the vessel. 
After a search of the passengers' bag- 
gage, the box was found in the middle of 
a large pile of baggage, near the gang- 
way of tlie first cabin passengers. 

Two detectives carefully picked up the 
box and carried it to the end of the 
pier. The passengers had no intimation 
of what was going on, and therefore 
i no one was frightened. The box was 
# j opened, and found to contain clockwork 
o that was in motion. A rope was fasten- 
a isl about the box, and it was lowered 
J j into the water. 

After the Umbria had sailed the pier 
was cleared of everyone except the 'men 
from the Bureau of Combustibles, and 
ihe officials of the line, and the box was 
released. It was found to be -10 inches 
long, 20 inches wide, and 20 inches, deep, 
made of new pine, unpainted, of good 
workmanship, and strongly built, fasten- 
ed by staples and padlock. 

A slight examination showed that it 
contained one hundred pounds of dyna- 
mite, and that the fuses in the box had 
been ignited at soma time previously. 
When it was examined later at tjie 
Bureau of Combustibles it was found to 
contain two hundred sticks of dynamite, 
each weighing half a pound. There 
were also two dry batteries and three 
fuses, two connecting with the dynamite 
and one with an electric cigar lighter, 
the hull; of which was filled with al- 
cohol. A train of clockwork was so 
arranged that at a set time a lever would 
bo '-eleused that would strike the trig- 
ger if the cigar lighter and ignite the 
fus< . The Superintendent of Combus- 
tibles is positive that tin; fuse was burn- 
ing when the infernal machine was low- 
ered into the water, and- that it would 
probably have exploded within a few 
minutes. 

The box was left at tlie pier by two 
men, apparently Italians, who drove a 
light wagon, anil who told the baggage- 
master that it would be claimed by a 
passenger. Inspector McClusky has «ent 
out ia general alarm for the arrest of the 
two men who left the box at the pier, 
The description furnished the police is 
somewhat' indefinite.

The 
ILonsdale is in ballast, seeking. The 
schooner Balboa, now due at this port 
from Mollendo, was sighted by the 
Lonsdale on her voyage north.

peu'body Museum's p.X|>lorlng expedi- 
tion, whhf.i has been at work aiming Hie 
ancient ruins of Central America, ha» 
made some noteworthy tlnds. which are of 
extraordinary Interest in Illustrating the 
lire and culture of this prehistoric region. 
The monuments nearly al! belong to the 
Maya race, and were excavated in and 
around tlie burled city of C'opan, In Hon- 
duras.

West, and the dilllculty in getting steam- 
ship freight handled has been so great 
that some steamers have been taken into 
smaller river ports for the discharge of 
their cargoes.

but as Uhe child' dispute is in regard to 
union recognition, settlement by that 
method is all the more difficult. Values 
of staple goods continue to bo limily 
held, especially German goods, purchases 
of which after the Kith April have to 
come in under the surtax. 

TIk! prevailing cold weather has kept 
clown the demand in some important 
sensomuble lines in wholesale trade at 
Toronto in a manner that has been iiliite 
disappointing. It was expected that 
the spring trade fn drygoods, which has 
been light so far, would show a large 
increase after the turn of the month; 
but retailers are holding off for warm 
weather. The outlook for trade is satis- 
factory. The crop conditions are all 
that could be desired. An early spring 
has helped the seeding, a ltd the spring 
wheat crop will show a large increase. 
Manufacturers are very busy in meeting 
the expanding demand for staple goods, 
and still complain about scarcity of j^jy 
skilled labor. The strike in the building' 
trades has retarded building operations. 
There line no other labor disputes of any 
importance in the province. 

At Quebec during the past week busi- 
ness has been fairly active, although 
the cool weather has somewhat interfered People's Gwa 
with sales in seasonable goods. With j . « steel 
'wanner weather a decided improvement tt. s. Leather 
is looked for, especially in retail circles. West. Union 
Labor troubles in the West are causing Ool. F. & I. 
freights to come Kast. and the iirst of Manlwtaii 
the belaud bouts left with a heavy out- 
ward cargo. 

There tins been a steady demand In 
mercantile circles in Winnipeg this week. 
The cooler weather has not had much 
effect on the movement, because owing 
to the large increase in the demand of 
retail trade centres of the province, it 
Oias been tu'eessary to make large assort- 
ing purchases. The demand for fall 
goods, too, has been quite active, and 
active demand for the balance of the 
rear is looked for in mercantile circles. 
Tlure is a large Increase in the seeded 
area, ranging from 5 to 20 per cent. 
In various localities building operations 
are very active. 

Wholesale trade at the Pacific Coast 
is very fair for this season. There is a 
good demand from interior points, and 
large shipments arc being made to the 
North. Thene Is much activity in the 
lumber industry. ltuilding operations 
Jin re been large, hut the strikes have 
interfered with the work a good deal. 
The outlook for the coining season is 
good. Tdiere is some dilllculty ill con- 
nection with overland transportation 
owing to scarcity of cars. 

At Hamilton, as reported to Brad- 
streets, wholesale trade has felt the un- 
avoidable effects of the cool weather in 
the sorting trade in summer goods. The 
Hirst hurst of hot weather, however, will 
result in tt general breaking of retail 

slocks to a greater extent tin xperi- 

enced so far, and will bring in a Hood of 
sorting ord 

the "wholesale trade now are not large, 
and as it is ililllctilt to secure repents 
for prompt shipments, the outlook is 
good, mid the general feeling in trade 
circles is cheerful. The movement in 
fall goods so far compares well with any 
previous season.

N'ew Westminster, May !).— The crimi- 
nal portion of the assize was concluded 
yesterday morning when Edwards, con- 
victed of bringing stolen goods into Can- 
ada was sentenced to three years in the 
I itentiary. When asked if he had any- 
thing to say. the prisoner replied that he 
had, anil proct cika I to make a little ad- 
dress. Apparently be had memorized 
what lie intended to say, and it was 
couched in most respect f ill terms. He 
pleaded t II 31 1, as it was his lirst experi- 
ence of tin; kind, and he had already 
been in jail for some m .nlhs. his sen 
tence might be such that it would not 
be necessary to send him to the peniten- 
tiary. Mr. Justice Martin told him his 
petition might have been more effective 
but for the fact that the prisoner had 
taken the witness stand and told a story 
which bad evidently not been believed 
by the jury. Moreover, the offence was a 
serious one, and the practice of making 
Canada a city of refuge for United 
States thieves must be stopped.

Five or six hun- 
dred years of dire oppression are not I 
so easily forgotten, particularly when 
the example of the already liberated | 
nationalities is constantly inciting and 
encouraging the desire for independence. 
It is difficult to find fault with the Sul- 
tan for not rushing into reforms, and be- 
cause that, keeping the principle — "fe«- 
thia lente" — before his eyes, he eagerly 
gives preference to a peaceful, slow and 
quiet mode of progress. This suits bet- 
ter Oriental dilntoriness, .and procrasti- 
nation has been always, the best plea 
for innate conservatism. In my em- 
phasising the due regard for the mixed 
population, European critics too easily

Hints and Suggestions On How School Teachers Should Man- 
age Boys To Make Them Attentive and Interested in 
Their Work and Obedient and Respectful. 



.Ill) keynote or dlsctvlliliie in "Dou r 
look for trouble." It la a law that 
holds good (lie world over, ju.vt as 
much in the management ot chil- 
dren as In the Retting along with 
Brown people. We are pretty sure to Qs'l 
wSmt WO looked for in (his world, and if 
the new teacher outers her seaoolroom ex- 
pecting to have all sorts of trouble with 
unruly youngsters she won't be disappoint- 
ed. Once having found It, I for one could 
never offer rules for the treatment of it 
It Id a difficult problem. An ounce of 
vucventlou is worth u pound of cure, and 
tiie best way to get along with the toad, 
boy hi to keep him a good boy. 

it Is a sort of moral hygiene. Modem 
teachings, you know, have a great deal 
to say .about the value of keeping In g<x>d 
lienilt.li by wise and moderate living in- 
stead of wearing out llie body and then 
deniiuiuJng tliat a physician make you 
wliole agniin. The physician can seldom 
restore you to alt tliat you were hefore. 
So the wisest teacher will have a hard 
time settling a roomful of naughtiness. 
[The secret of it lies in keeping your chil- 
dren in order. 

'Do this by expecting them to be good. 
Kntor your room in the morning wltti the 
riight mental attitude. Say to yourself. 
"All of it«. tho children and I. are going 
to have a happy, busy, orderly day." Say 
It until you believe it. until It becomes n 
matter of course to you. Don't go to your 
pupils with a feeling of suspicion and an 
air of canning watchfulness, as If they 
wore your enemies and it were a game In 
wfclich one or tho other Is going to come 
out ahead. You can't bring a feeling 
Into your room that the children won't 
Icnow, for they are keen in their intui- 
tions. If you arc afraid that tlhoy will 
prove too mucfh for your authority ttiey 
wit! guess your fear In no time au<l they 
will lead you a merry dance. 

"Make up your mind that Bhey are Inter- 
ested, attentive, respectful, obedient and 
Uioy will be so. 

I hear a chorus of cries, such as- "That's 
nil very well in psychology and poetry, 
but I'd like (o know what you would do 
If you had my good for nothing Tom and 
Dick and Harry." 

Probably I should do just what you 
do — struggle and hope and grow discour- 
aged five days of the week. I have had 
my full share of Toms and Dicks anil 
Harrys, Wie Irrepressible and sometimes 
tJie most lovable as wall. 

Of eoiiTse, I don't mean that the rule 
of expecting children to be good Is going 
<0 apply In every case. There arc plenty 
who wlM let you keep on expecting and 
try to run Ihp room for you in (tie mean- 
time. But these are tlio exceptions; In 
general, I stick to my law. 

As for tho exceptions — what rule can 
nny one lay down for them? Each one 
Is an Individual case and must be handled 
individually. 

Human beings n.re for tho most part 
we/M disposed when they are treated In 
the Enme way. I find my children well 
disposed in most cases when I treat them 
with friendliness. I put them on their 
honor. I don't make rules, then they 
can't, break any. Rut even so, there wiTB lie

Of 
course, he must be kept out of iloors, 
ever, though separated from the other 
children.

ANTIQUITIES TO 
BE PRESERVED 



Ail interesting proposition has recently 
boon brought before tho patriotic inhabit- 
ants of California, namely, the preserva- 
tion by purchase of the historic land- 
marks to be found scattered along the 
Pacific Coast. The liHt at present given 
in the San Francisco Examiner contains 
Hie names of nine places, and the editor 
states lie lias tho option to purchase them 
for the sum at which they are valued, 
yiz., $25,900. When purchased they 
will be handed over to the state of Cali- 
fornia, to bo cared for and preserved. 
In the list mentioned is the old Fort 
lioss, a land-mark of special interest to 
Canadians at the present time, ns it was 
established in 1812 by the Russians, 
under the authority of Baranoff, who 
was then in charge of Alaska and 
appears to have had some diillculty in 
replenishing his .stores on the California 
coast. The fort was well built and 
strongly fortified, which indicates that 
the Russians expected opposition. The 
Spanish government prohibited Califor- 
nians from trading with foreigners. Fort 
.Uoss is vnlued, for purchase, at .$3,000. 
Senator Kuowland, of Alameda, in de- 
scribing the old fort, says : 

"On a plateau about 100 yards from 
the sea the fort wilb erected. It was 
in the shape of a quadrangle about .'!00 
feet square, and enclosed by heavy red- 
wood timbers b inches thick and 15 feet 
in height, sot upright in the ground. At 
the diagonally opposite corners of this 
square enclosure were octagonal block- 
houses of hewn logs a foot in thickness, 
also of redwood, of which there was an 
abundance in the vicinity. Those block- 
houses and the stockade contained 
embrasures from which cannon pro- 
truded. 

"The Spanish authorities looked upon 
the Russians as intruders, repeatedly 
ordering them to vacate; but, en- 
trenched ns they were, they gave but 
flight heed to tho Spanish threats. Force 
was not attempted, the forty menacing 
guns having a most salutary effect upon 
the blustering Spaniards. Gunpowder 
being scarce, and fighting men still more 
scarce, 'hey confined their efforts to 
bombarding Fort Ross with a fusilade of 
burning epistles. At times the Spaniards 
found Itoss very serviceable, a number 
of most competent mechanics residing at 
the settlement, the making and repairing 



, of all manner of iron implements being 
a great accommodation. 

" When California passed into tho 
hands of .Mexico, the settlers at Ross 
received no cordiality from that quarter. 
E inally, m 1842. .after occupying the 
settlement for ;?0 years, tho Russians 
voluntarily withdrew, selling their im- 
provements and stock to John A. Sutter, 
of Sutter's Fort, for .fUO.OOO. 
j "Ninety-one years have come and gone 
i since the Russians established their 
■settlement in California. A number of 
the old buildings have withstood tho 
I ravages of tune. a striking example of 
; the lasting qualities of California red- 
wood. There were, we tire told, 59 
buildings at Fort Itoss, nine of which 
I were within the square enclosure. Of 
these hut four remain, together with the 
blockhouses, these latter being in a bad 
condition of decay. The old Creek 
chapel is probably the most interesting, 
and is intact. Within arc a number of 
Russian relics. The timber in nil the 
buildings was hand-hewn. The gover- 
nor's house still stands, and until very 
recently was used as a hotel. Tho thick 
redwood walls have been boarded over 
and a new roof provided. 

"The old barrack is in a fair stnto of 
preservation, and was until the past few 
years used as a saloon. One of the old 
granaries still stands. The two block- 
houses will entirely disappear within a 
lew years unless restored."

The*? contests have elicited a remarkable 
collection of useful, novel and valuable 
prize-winning hint* and receipts for the 
household, and many of tho most Interest- 
ing are given herewith: 

A new l.tnipwlek should be soaked in 
vinegar. If this Is done there will be 
neither smell nor smoke and a mind 
brighter light will be given. 

Do not scrape a frying pan, as it Is liable 
afterwards to burn. Instead rub well with 
n bard crust ot bread and wash in hot 
water. 

■Do not throw old incandescent mantles 
nway. They make a splendid polish for 
silver. Put a llttlo on a soft duster and 
rub on the article to be cleaned. It will 
polish beautifully without scratching or 
marking ibe silver. 

Before cleaning out a fireplace sprinkle a 
good handful of tea leaves among the ashes. 
This makes the ashes Mfe easier and pre- 
vents the dust from flylcg about the room. 

When machining soft materials, such as 
sllkj or muslins, pin or tack strips of paper 
along tho parts to be machined ho that 
the paper Is next to the teeth of the sew- 
ing machine and the work uppermost. 
Then the material will not ruck or gather, 
as It otherwise would. Even chiffon can 
be machined In this way. 

Never disturb nn Invalid by making n 
noise when patting coals on the lire in the I 
sickroom. Put the pieces of coal In paper . 
bags, and put both coals and bugs on Hie 
Cto. 

To prevent portieres catching underneath 
the door when opened qmVkly screw u 
small ring, such us l.s used for picture 
frnmea, Into the centre of door-frame; to 
this fasten .1 length of bl'iTid-cord surflelont 
to reach ttie bottom of cnrtnln. I'ut nnolhor 
ring In centre of door nt top, thread cord 
tbrrngh and fasten to bottom of curtain, 
mid as the door is opened so 'the curtain 
rlsca. 

To keep palms green and fresh-looking 
and remove Wie dusty and faded appear- 
ance of leaves, wipe each leaf separa- 
tely with a cloth dipped In milk. This will 
at once give back their natural gloss and 
froslh green appear/mco. 

Very <»ften cakes stick to the tin. and 
it la difficult to get them out without 
breaking the cake. Wring out a cloth in 
cold water and wrap It around the sides 
and bottom of the tin. Leave It for five 
minutes, then tip tt up and the <nke will 
slip from the tin without breaking. 

To make sausage nt home take twn 
pounds of lean pork, ono toaBpoonfoi of 
salt, and one fenspoonfuU of black pepper. 
Chop title meat very Ilnely; mix It well with 
the other Ingredients. Shape the mixture 
into small, round cakes. I'ut one tnble- 
spoonfnl of dripping Into a Hinail frying 
pan. When a faint smoke Is rising from 
It, put in Hie cakes. When nleelly browned 
oil one side, turn over and brown the 
other. Serve on rounds of toast ur fried 
bread. 

To break a glass jar or bottle quite 
evenly, soak a piece of string In turpen- 
tine, and tie it nround the glass Just where 
you wish the break to come. Then (III 
ibe glass or bottle up to that point with 
<-old water, and set fire to 1ihe string. Tin- 
glass will snap all along the heated line 
Bv 'breaking oh" tho top of a hrokon or 
cracked decanter it may. If the base lie In- 
tact, be converted Into a useful sugar basin 
or fruit dish. 

A quick and easy wny to silp a rod 
through curtains is to pare the end >>f tho 
rod. put a thimble on the end, and the mil 
uill slip through quite easily without tear- 
ing the curtains. 

To prevent windows from steaming 'lean 
them thoroughly and apply n small quan- 
tity of i glycerine over Hie pollsli wlt.li a s-fl 
cioth. Huh briskly and lightly until the 
glycerine In well rubbed In.

" Is Pav Labor Preferable to Contract 
Labor 7 "" is the subject for debate nt 
the Bricklayers' Union meeting to-mor; 
row night. " President Russell will take 
the affirmative, and Ed. Bragg tho 
negative. 

The ofTicers of the Trades and Labor 
Council have been instructed to incorpor- 
ate tlr* council, under the Benevolent 
■Societies Act. This incorporation ques- 
tion has hung fire for 18 months. No 
doubt the officers will take immediate 
steps t* carry out the unanimous wish 
of Wednesday night's meeting. 

The board of directors of the Jubilee 
Hospital do not deny that members ot 
the board nre given work in preference 
to non-members. They qualify their 
action by the contention that. the work 
is of no importance. Some painters and 
some plumbers, likewise the Trades 
Council, think the work thus done is of 
importance, and question the validity ot 
the board'n action. 

The carpenters' strike is likely to ex- 
tend to some, if not all. the kindred 
building trades. The meeting of E riday 
night augured well of such a course 
dicing pursued. It may bo n week or 
two weeks before it will be known bow 
Ear the strike will extend. Meanwhile 
something ought to be done to conciliate 
the parties and bring about a settlement 
It is most regretable that the Builders* 
Association declined the good services ot 
the executive of the Trades Council. 
If the association feels that the Trades 
Council is not the proper body to net as 
mediator, perhaps the Board of Ira do 
would be acceptable. The proper time 
to conciliate and arbitrate is in the early 
stages of a strike, before nuxmositj 
creeps in, as a result of misunderstand- 
ings and anger. 

\ Japanese tailor is doing regimental 
work, much to the chagrin of the local 
tailors and union men in the battalion. 

It is almost a certainty that a number 
of labor unions will take stock in the 
operative blacksmith shop about to be 
started by the striking members of the 
Blacksmiths' Union. These men- al- 
though on strike for s.x weeks, hare 
asked for no assistance from fellow- 
workers. The manly and '"dependent 
fatal Tout up by them has called forth tho 
Xiratton 1 of many influential cit.zeus 
as well as labor unionists. rhe _ m en 
are preparing for a prolonged struggle, 
andl propose, by establishing a co-operat- 

ve. shop, to put a number ot their die 
members to work. These men have 

ublie sentiment with them, and there is 
So fear of them losing it. After denying 
the men a nine-hour day at 3a cents an 
hour the bosses post a price list m 
which the charges to customers run from 
15 to over 50 per cent, higher than those 
heretofore in force.

Mr T M. Braysluiw in a letter to 
tho editor or the Colonist refers to mis- 
leading items in the labor department. 
Il'e sifvs it was slated in this column 
that "Mr. Most on brought out a man 
to work in bis shop." Nothing of the 
kind was said. The mnn, while m the 
K st, receive.! a letter stating that K 
Jio came to V ctorin ht would get work 
a Ztemiih. No mention was .made 
,,f a strike. It was not f ntod that Mr. 
iMeston induced the man to come here or 

the blacksmiths raised their prices 
meet a 5 per cent, increase in wages, m 
conjunction with the executive of the 
Trades Council the writer waited on the 
Blacksmiths' Association on two occ.i- 
siom for the purpose of trying to bring 
S a settlement. On both occasions 
it was twertod that the bosses were get- 
tin^ tip a BBlfonn price list; when tins 
was completed and in force, ttej .would 
bo prepared to give the men the advance 
The men offered to return to work till 
the 4 tli of May on this understanding, 
but the bosses refused to entertain the 
oITex, as they contended the new price 
list could not be completed by that date. 
Yet the price list was posted before May 
4 Ttie whole fact of the matter is, tho 
position of the boss blacksmiths simmers 
down to what ft member of the associa- 
tion told the executive of the Trades 
Council when before tho association: it 
is not the extra dollar a week, but 
when you get into a tight you don t like 
to get beaten." 

Here !a the testimony on tho drink 
question of Mr. Holmes, the London 
police court- missionary, as given in an 
interview in the Pall Mall Magazine: 
" I who am a life teetotaler, a fervent 
advocate of teetotnlism, assure you thnt 
drink is not the cause, not even it cause; 
it is merely one of the effects. Drink 
does, undoubtedly in the well-to-do, 
bring people down from sham respect- 
ability to open vice. It brought down 
.the son of n general officer, himself onco 
holding a commission in a crack regi- 
ment, to lighting with his dying boy for 
n trinket, and, on another day, to pitch- 
ing tho dead body on the floor, that ho 
might pawn the . blankets and sheets. 
That is one of my eases. But drink, tho 
problem of drink, must bo looked on as 
an effect of filthy garrets, monotonous 
labor and starvation wages. Wo breed 
our drunkards, just as we manufacture 



As a result of the British Columbia 
Workmen's Compensation Act, accident 
insurance companies are doing a quiet 
but good business in the province just 
now, by way of insuring employees of 
industrial and commercial concerns. In 
many instances the insurance lias been 
taken out unknown to the workpeople. 
The Workmen's Compensation Act came 
into operation on the 1st instant, and 
makes the employer liable for compensa- 
tion to workmen injured while following 
their usual occupation. It is said that 
the cost of insurance amounts to about 
'Z\<2 per cent, on the wage bill. This 
rate is about l /-< of 1 per cent, lower than 
in Great Britain. 



A clerk in a ready-to-wear clothing 
firm is the authority for the statement 
that prominent men in the labor move- 
ment buy non-union-made clothes and by 
some means secure the label of the 
Journeymen Tailors' Union, stitch thu 
label on the non-union product, and pass 
them off for the genuine article. Al- 
though this sounds like a fairy tale, it 
might be well for the Tailor's Union to 
look into it and expose the trick, if prac- 
tised, and if the story is not true, expose 
tho tricky clerk. 

The ordinary trade union in Victoria is 
a combination* of men aiming at better- 
ing their condition by lessening the hours 
of labor and increasing the pay. This is 
about the worst that can be said of 
them. There are other combines, and 
they carry the combine principle to the 
freezing point, and, while people grumble, 
they don't raise their voice against them 
half so loud as they do against trade 
unions. The following refers to the ice 
combine, and is given on the authority of 
one of the foremost hotelkeepers in the 
city:' Last January the gentleman in 
question thought be had good reasons for 
transferring his patronage from ono ice 
dealer to another. But, after settling 
with his ice man, for the purpose of 
trading elsewhere, he found out that no 
other ice dealer in the city would servo 
him, and he was advised to continue 
trading as he had been. This he refused 
to do, and for threo mouths was com- 
pelled to buy ice through a third party, 
Now he has his own Ice-house, buys his 
ice in Seattle and puts it down in saw- 
dust at his hotel for $8 a ton. lie had 
been paying and was willing to pay the 
local dealers I>15 a ton, if for nothiug 
more than patronizing homo industry, 
but, be says, they wouldn't allow him to.

Samuel Gompers, president of tho 
American Federation of Labor, was 
born in England, and Frank Morrison, 
secretary of the Federation, was born in 
Canada. The treasurer, John B. Len- 
non, it would seem, is tho only American- 
iborn executive officer. 

What next ! An automatic doctor has 
mndo his appearance. In a number of 
highly original automatic machines, 
made to resemble an old doctor with a 
big wig, have been set up in several 
Dutch towns. Hy placing a penny in 
the slot, various remedies for common 
ailments may be obtained, and cold in 
tho head, stomach ache, sore throat and 
head ache may all be cured— theoretic- 
ally, at all events. 

Chicago union milk-wagon drivers now ' 
number -i.OOO members. They work from 
eight to ten hours a day. Previous to 
the formation of the union they worked 
from fourteen to eighteen hours. 

A deputation of employers of non- 
union labor waited on the Dominion 
government a few days ago, protesting 
against legalizing the union label, nnd 
asking that the alien labor law be abol- 
ished. These gentlemen wanted "foreign" 
organizers prohibited froni entering Can- 
ada. Sir William Mulock said that to 
pass a law excluding foreign labor 
organizers would be coercion without a 
parallel in any other country. 

An important decision, as affecting 
Canadian trades union organizations, was 
given out by the executive council of the 
American Federation of Labor (in 
session at Toronto last week.), affecting 
jurisdiction of the Canadian Trades and 
Labor Congress. All central trades and 
labor councils at present holding A. F. ! 
of L. charters, as well as those applying 
for such in the future, must first affiliate 
with the Congress, and the same rule 
will apply to local unions throughout | 
Canada. 

The executive committee have in- '■ 
structed President Gompers to invite the 
Western Federation of Labor to become 
affiliated with the America;', Federation 
uf Labor. 

Archbishop Bruchesi has written a 
pastoral letter on the labor situation, 
which was lead in all the Itomau 
Catholic churches of Montreal. It is 
important inasmuch as it strikes at the 
international part of labor organization, 
and enjoins the workmen to beware of 
foreign leaders. Among other things 
tin? Archbishop says of unions with inter- 
national affiliation: " By means of a 
deeply-laid scheme they send abroad 
enormous sums of money belonging to 
our laboring classes." Then, in the fol- 
lowing sentence, tho cat pops its head 
out of the bag, for the Archbishop con- 
tinues: "Would not such money, if de- 
posited in the coffers of our national and i 
Catholic societies, promote the best inter- j 
ests of our country." The letter con- 
cludes in those words: "Your priests, I 
you i- archbishop, dearly beloved brethren, 
will be always disposed to hear your 
grievances and use their influence in your 
behalf. Itesort at onco to measures of 
conciliation. Much useless annoyance 
and trouble will be thus avoided. De- 
mand only what is just nnd reasonable. 
Beware of fomenters of discord. Do not 
become the preys of demagogy. Scru- 
pulously respect all acquired rights. 
Capital not less than labor contributes 
to the happiness of individuals and 
nations." 

In the United Kingdom there is a 
limited amount of employment given to 
women about the coal mines. Taking 
the total number of the persons employed 
in and about the collieries, it is found 
that something like one woman is em- 
ployed in the United Kingdom to perhaps 
140 males at the mines. In Austria, oue 
woman is employed to perhaps 20 males. 
In Belgium there is. a slight and decreas- 
ing employment of women below ground, 
and out of lo2,000 miners in and about 
the mines, perhaps S.000 of these are 
femnlt-s of from 12 to 21 and over. In 
Germany, again, there are about 21,000 
females employed at the pits. Thus, the 
most recent blue book shows that the 
United Kingdom is certainly in advance 
of Continental countries in the practice; 
and whilst in one or two mining districts 
of the United Kingdom there are em- 
ployed some thousands of women about 
tho collieries, it is satisfactory to note 
that there is a decrease In the proportion 
of females so employed, and that there 
is no such employment givn at the mines 



A number of English machinists ar- 
rived and went to work in place of the 
striking machinists at the Canadian 
Locomotive Works, Kingston, Out. They 
are said to be members of the English 
Amalgamated Society of Engineers. 

Food is^ very cheap in the Russian 
Empire. The reason is assigned to tho 
fact that ninety per cent of the 128,- 
000,000 inhabitants are farmers, and, of 
course, are producers of food. 

Eastern labor men have decided to 
tight the decision of Justice Meredith 
so detrimental to the interests of trade 
unions, as reported in last week's labor 
news. The Dominion Trades and La- 
bor Congress lias been ti6ked to take 
the question up also. 

President Gompers of the American 
Federation of Labor was somewhat 
astonished that Archbishop Bruchesi 
should look upon the international trades 
union movement as an enemy to Cana- 
dian institutions and industry. " It has 
always been our purpose," said Mr. 
Gompers, " to improve tho conditions of 
the working classes in Canada to tho 
same extent as we improve the condi- 
tions of the workers in the United 
States. We cannot seo why there 
should be any complaint against tho 
United States officers of trades unions 
coming over to Canada to settle labor 
troubles when Canadian officers aro 
called upon lo settle labor troubles in the 
United States. I am no enemy of the 
Archbishop's because ho has made the 
statements so antagonistic to our great 
movement, and he may rest assured that 
so far as Quebec is concerned, there shall 
be nothing but Canadian organizers and 
officers of the Federation employed In 
organizing the workers nnd in adjusting 
tho labor troubles there. it shall bo my 
ambition while president of the Federa- 
tion to spread the work of the organiza- 
tion in order that the working class of 
the Dominion may be better citizens and 
a happier people."

In last week's labor news mention was 
made of a movement started by the 
Hamilton Trades and Labor Council to 
establish a legal defence fund. The 
resolutions as adopted have since come 
to hand. So far as this province is con- 
cerned, the protection afforded is far in 
advance of any of the older provinces. 
The resolutions read : 

"Whereas, following the TnnWalo de- 
cision In England nnd the frequent de- 
cision of United States courts adverse to 
IniboT organizations, there Is evident on 
the part of Canadian employers a growing 
disposition to seek the aid of the courts 
in their efforts to defeat and crush trades 
unions whltti are seeking to Improve the 
condition of their members; 

"And whereas, either as n result of tho 
condition of the law, or the disposition of 
llbe Judiciary to construe It unfavorably 
to worklngmen, there Is serious danger 
of the funds of trades unions being swal- 
lowed up by law costs and damages while, 
engaged In efforts to dispose of their labor 
to better advantage, cither by obtaining 
higher wages, s-horter hours, or Improved 
conditions, or while resisting attempts of 
employers to break up their organiza- 
tions, or oilierwlse affect thorn Injurious- 
ly: 

"And whereas, In order to cope with 
this danger successfully It Is essential 
limit there should lie some Intelligent, well- 
directed and united movement on Ulie 
part of all trades unions In the l>omln!on; 

"Therefore be It resolved, that this trades 
and labor council declare In favor of the 
establishment of a trades union national 
law bureau and defence fund, to be em- 
ployed In engaging and paying able so- 
licitors to defend labor organizations and 
'.heir members In all actions brought with 
the dbject of preventing them from ex- 
ercising In a peacable and law-alildlng mnn- 
ncr their rights to dispose of their labor 
to the best possible, advantage, nnd In 
meeting nil costs and damages Incurred In 
.such proceedings; 

"That In tho event of this proposal fall- 
ing to tako tangible form before the next 
session of the trades nnd labor congress of 
Canada, the delegates from this body bo 
Instructed to bring up tho matter then 
nnd endeavor to secure the establishment 
of Rurtli a fnnd; 

"That efforts be made In the meantime 
to .secure the passnge by the Dominion 
parliament and provincial legislatures of 
legislation wtilch will relieve labor organi- 
zations and their members from vexatious 
litigation, and secure them Immunity from 
prosecution so long as they do not resort 
to violence or Intimidation."

At this season the grass is soft and 
green, washed clean by April's showers, 
the air is full of oxygon, the sun shines 
clear, the water is purer and softer than 
at any other time in the year and all the 
essentials for cleaning and purifying are 
at hand without recourse to chemicals 

In washing blankets choose a clear, 
bright day, when there is other washing 
to be done. If there are bindings of 
ribbon, rip them off, and if they are cut 
apart at the end whera they are folded 
so much tho better. They can then 
be washed and handled much more 
easily, and when washed and dried may 
be finished at the ends with a border of 
worsted or Germantown done in blanket 
stitch. Have ready a tube full of warm 
soap siids, made of white soap. Never 



where the sun can strike it. As soon 
as the article is dry dampen again, us- 
ing for this purpose an ordinary flower 
sprinkler. If there is no danger from 
thieves, leave out over night for tho 
dew. A good, brisk shower is also an 
advantage if the grass is thick enough 
to prevent tho mud coming through or 
spattering. 

If there are stains on linen removo be- 
fore bleaching. Por fruit stains nib 
with butter, then scald, holding tho linen 
over a bowl and pouring tho boiling 
water through it. 

Wino stains.— Spread salt over thorn 
while damp, then rinse with boiling 
water or dip in a pan of boiling water 
in which a tablespoon ful of nmmoniiv 
has been dissolved and lay in the sun. 




use the brown soap which contains 
rosin, for washing flannels, as it fills 
and knots the wool. Fot every two gal- 
lons of water add a tablespoonful of 
household ammonia. Take care that the 
w-ater is no bolter than you can bear 
with your hand in it comfortably. Shake 
the blankets thoroughly to remove all 
dust. Then lay in the water and. after 
".-ousing" them up and down n few 
limes, let them soak for an hour or 
two in the suds. Any specially soiled 
spots Should be removed before putting 
in the suds. For grease use benzine, 
and for stains a brush and board an. I 
soap and cold -or lukewarm water, ac- 
cording to the untu.ro of the stains. 
When the blankets" hnve soaked enough 
begin washing in the strong suds, soi>- 
ping and squeezing and lifting and drop- 
ping until the dirt is removed. A strong 
man or woman is required to do this 
work thoroughly. When the blanket 
looks clean, pul into a second tub con- 
taining light suds and borax or ammonia 
in the same proportions as before, tak- 
ing special plans to have the 
water of the same temperature as that 
in which the blankets have been washed. 
Repeat the sousing' and pressing in the 
second suds. Then rinse in clean 
water to the same temperature. In 
wringing tho blankets fold and press 
loosely through the wringer. On no 
account twist or wring spirally. Hang 
on a firm line in the shade, where dust 
or the direct, rays of the sun cannot 
reach them, using an abundance of 
clothespins to hold them in place. 

In bleaching linen, wring out of clear

stains, boiling water poured through; 
Mood stains dip in kerosene, then wash 
in lukewarm suds; ma chine oil or vase- 
line, bonp and cold water; grass stains, 
alcohol -or molasses; red iron rust, n 
thick paste made of lemon or pie plant 
juice, salt and- starch, then expose to 
the sun. If extremely obstinate moisten 
with cold water, spread "salts of lemon," 
which is another name for powdered 
oxalic acid, over it in .a thin layer, tak- 
ing care that none spreads elsewhere 
on the cloth. As soon as dissolved, and 
ir must bo carefully watched, rinse 
thoroughly in boiling water and spread in 
the hot sun. As oxalic acid is very 
poisonous, it should be plainly labeled 
and kept out of the roach of children. 
It will remove fruit stains, leather or 
ink stains, but should only lie used in 
obdurate cases 1 , anil then thoroughly 
rinsed out, as it oafs the fabric. ?
